Action to

Passenger Rates Prevented Some

Western 
Maryland Railway 
Company, through ita attorneys C. S. 
Duncan, Esq., and 
George Schmidt. 
Esq., has filed a bi’I in equity against 
the County of Adams to restrain the 
county from enforcing toe penalty pro­ 
vided against 
railroads 
who charge 
passenger fare at more than two cents 
a mile within the state of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
It will be 
remembered 
that Mr. 
Schmidt, some time ago. took up this 
matter 
with 
J. L. 
Williams Esq , 
the county aolicitor, aud asked for an 
agreement to be made authorizing the 
rail read to increase its rates without 
going into Court. 
This was refused 
as the position taken was that a court 
of competent jurisdiction should ‘pass 
on the question in a 
public 
hearing 
As a result of this attitude the increase 
of rates in this and nearby counties an 
nuunm) by the Western Maryland was 
not made. 
This bill will now bring the matte? 
before Judge Hw« j»e, and 
the railwa> 
company in order to succeed will have 
to show that it is conducting its busi­ 
ness at a less rate of profit 
than 
the 
law allows.

W hsn to Dry Off a Cow. 
Cows that go dry of their own ac­ 
cord are generally unprofitable for dai­ 
ry puriKiaea. 
They should be dry six I 
or eight weeks tiefore calving, but 
they should lie made to dry off. 
A 
good row should be giving at least six­ 
teen [Miunds of milk lier day when the 
drying process Is liegtin 
Ten weeks liefore calving cut off all 
cake and meal from the cow and lf in 
winter roots or silage. 
After reducing 
the feed for a week milk her only 
once a day for a week and the next 
week every other day. 
Then stop, for 
lf milking Is continued the cow ta 
bound to rescind. 
Sometimes two of 
three days after milking baa been en 
tlrely stopped It may happen that the 
udder will cake a little. 
In this case 
milk a little, tint generally nothing of 
this sort occurs.
